DEATH OF VICE-ADMIRAL 
VANSITTART. 
a 

Vice Admiral’ Edward Westby Vansitta't 
died at Worthing, on the 19th October, at the 
ago of ei.hty-six: He was the third son of Vieo- 
Admiral Henry Vansittart, of Eastwood, 
Canada, and wus educated at the Royal Naval 
College, entering the Navy ou June 3, 183L. 
As midshipman of the Jaseur, he served on the 
Eust Coast of Spain during the Carlist War of 
1884-6, and, passing his examination on August 
2, 1887, as mate of the flagship Wellesley, 
took part at the reduction of Kurracheo in 
February, 1839, and in other operations in the 
Gulf of Persia, During the war with China’ 
in 1842, he was mate of the Cornwallis, the 
flagship of Sir William Parker, and took part 
in the attack upon the fortified heights of. ba- 
poo, and in the capture. of the Woosnng bat- 
teries, when he.obtained mention in Despatches, 
and was rewarded with the medal with two 
clasps, and promotion to the rank of Lieutenant. 
After serving in the Serpent and the Spiteful, 
he was appointed, in December, 1846, to the. 
Hibernia, the Hagship of Sir William Parker 
in the Mediterravean, and in the course of the 
Portuguese Rebellion was present at the surren- 
der of the rebel feat off Oporto, Hewas appointed 
8 nior Lieutenant of the Royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert (Captain Lord Adolphus Fitz 
Clarence) on January J, 1848, and, in October, 
1849, was promoted to be Commander, when he 
commissioned the Bittern and proceeded to 
Chins, whore be, was constantly engaged 
in the suppression of ‘piracy in the China seas, 
and was again mentioned in Despatches, During 
the war with Russis,;Commander Vansittart’ 
was in 1854 attached to the Squadron blockad- 
ing Do Castries Bay, in the Gulf of Tartary, 
aud the following year, having been sent to the 
Far Eust, destroyed a Piratical fleat of 40 war 
junks and the pirate stronghold and fleet in the 
harbour of Sheipoo, resening a of English 
ladies who had fallen into the hands of the 
irates. For these services he received the 
official thanks of the Chinese authorities and 
an. illuminated address ond o magnificent 
sereen from tho British ond foreign mer: 
chants: He became Captain in January, 1956, 
and while in command of the Ariadne, escorted 
the present King to the British Amorica 
Colonies and back in 1860. Hy was created a 
CB, in 1867, and was: awardad a Good.

The. Rogsian correspondents of the Tises 
reported last month that the administration of 
the Red Cross Society in the Far East had bean 
subject to some very severe criticism in Ruvain: 
Although muny of. its: membera are working 
with whole-hearted devotion for the alleviation ;
